One Small Step 
Toward Ethics 


A side issue in last year's national 


campaign was the mailer of filtering 
some of the mud from the Congres- 
sional waters. 


The Democratic majority in the 


Senate appointed a committee chaired 
by Adlai Stevenson II, of Illinois, to 
devise some streamlining of the upper 
chamber's ponderous procedures. Its 
counterpart in the House declared 1977 
as a target date to eliminate or reduce 
the conflicts of interests within, its 
walls. 


Thus far, the Senate has followed the 


parable about the elephant laboring to 
bring forth a mouse. 


Stevenson's plan to cut down on the 


number of committees and to reshuffle 
others out of existence has met with a 
grudging acceptance as a conversation 
piece and a determined resistance un- 
derneath the public utterances to any 
meaningful revision. Liberals and 
conservatives agree streamlining 
carries the danger of individual 
members losing prestige and personal 
authority. 


Though progress in the House is 


faster, the question abounds if the 
pace may be apparent rather than 
real. 


It took the first move in mid 1976 by 


voting a reprimand to Cong. Robert 
Sikes, a Democrat, now in his 19th 
term of representing a Florida dis- 
trict. 


The reprimand censured Sikes for 


using his position as chairman of the 
Military Construction Subcommittee, 
a part of the Appropriations Commit-

; with a thumping majority. 


A few days ago the House Democra- 


tic caucus voted 189-93 to remove him 
from 
the Subcommittee's chair- 


manship. 


, ; The ballot was tallied over the pro- 


test of Speaker Thomas O'Neill and 
the impassioned plea by Rep. John 
Flynt, of Georgia, chairman of the 
Ethics Committee; which recom- 
mended the reprimand. Flynt liked 
the ouster to double punishment for a 
single crime. Another friend, Samuel 
Slratton, of New York, said Sikes' re- 
election cleans the slate. 


Since many in the majority are 


either totally new faces or heldovcr 
faces from the 1974 Watergate election 
year, purge, these appeals from 'the 
Old Guard fell on deaf ears. The. 
freshmen campaigned strongly on 
ethics before the home folks and to 
sustain Sikes would bring up some 
caustic comparisons from the boon- 
docks. 


While John Gardner, the Common 


Cause chairman, who had made the 
Sikes case an issue last year, calls the 
vote a defeat for an Old Guard, 
dedicated to cronyism, it will take 
more than personalizing on one lapse 
in conduct to determine how sincere is 
the Congressional declaration. 


The Washington press corps picked 


up a feeling that Speaker O'Neill, for 
all his appeal on Sikes' behalf, felt 
relieved by the vote. It forestalls em- 
barrassing comments from the ethics 
bridge. 


The statute books are replete with 


conflict of interest laws, but they apply 
only to the executive branch. 


It is a felony for a government con- 


tracting officer to deal in the purchase 
•of a piece of land which he or a close 
family member owns. 


Not so, with Sikes or any member in 


the House or Senate whose vote is cast 
to appropriate the money to buy the 
acreage. 


The only protection for the public in 


that respect is what the House and 
Senate choose to establish by internal 
rules only. 


Until this double standard is oon-, 


verted to a single code of conduct, the 
reader should continue to take a salt 
tablet when swallowing the latest an- 
nouncement on ethics. 


Food Riots Highlight 
Egypt's Quandary 


From out of the riots and destruction 


in Cairo and other Egyptian cities has 
come the realization that the main 
political center (as opposed to the 
economic centers) of the Arab states 
not only is desperately poor but inter- 
nally unstable.

If individual "survival" is the 


supreme value, then all other 
values are Instantly subverted. 
That is, in order to survive, you 
will discard any other .value. 
You would be, betray, kill. You 
would pitch a baby out the win- 
dow, even your own baby. 


That is the logic*! con- 


sequence of the seemingly noMe 
phraseology about the supreme 
value of maintaining enrtwce. 
The supreme value, existence,' 
becomes stripped of its entire 
surrounding value structure.

test of Speaker Thomas O’Neill and 
the impassioned plea by Rep. .John 
Flynt, of Georgia, chairman of the 
Ethics 
Committee, 
which 
recom­ 
mended the reprimand. Flynt liked 
the ouster to double punishment for a 
single crime. Another friend, Samuel 
Stratton, of New York, said Sikes’ re- 
election cleans the slate. 


Since many in the majority are 
either totally new faces or heldover 
faces from the 1974 Watergate election 
year, purge, these appeals from 'the 
Old Guard fell on deaf ears. The 
freshmen campaigned strongly on 
ethics before the home folks and to 
sustain Sikes would bring up some 
caustic comparisons from the boon­ 
docks. 


While John Gardner, the Common 
Cause chairman, who had made the 
Sikes case an issue last year, calls the 
vote a defeat for an Old Guard 
dedicated to cronyism, it will take 
more than personalizing on one lapse 
in conduct to determine how sincere is 
the Congressional declaration. 


The Washington press corps picked 
up a feeling that Speaker O’Neill, for 
all his appeal on Sikes’ behalf, felt 
relieved by the vote. It forestalls em­ 
barrassing comments from the ethics 
bridge. 


The statute books are replete with 
conflict of interest laws, but they apply 
only to the executive branch. 


It is a felony for a government con­ 
tracting officer to deal in the purchase 
of a piece of land which he or a close 
family member owns. 


Not so, with Sikes or any member in 
the House or Senate whose vote is cast 
to appropriate the money to buy the 
acreage. 


The only protection for the public in 
that respect is what the House and 
Senate choose to establish by internal 
rules only. 


Until this double standard is oon-, 
verted to a single code of conduct, the 
reader should continue to take a salt 
tablet when swallowing the latest an­ 
nouncement on ethics. 


A side issue in last year’s national 
campaign was the matter of filtering 
some of the mud from the Congres­ 
sional waters. 


The Democratic majority in the 
Senate appointed a committee chaired 
by Adlai Stevenson II, of Illinois, to 
devise some streamlining of the upper 
cham ber’s ponderous procedures. Its 
counterpart in the House declared 1977 
as a target date to eliminate or reduce 
the conflicts of interests within, its 
walls. 


Thus far, the Senate has followed the 
parable about the elephant laboring to 
bring forth a mouse. 


Stevenson's plan to cut down on the 
number of committees and to reshuffle 
others out of existence has met with a 
grudging acceptance as a conversation 
piece and a determined resistance un­ 
derneath the public utterances to any 
meaningful revision. Liberals and 
conservatives 
agree 
streamlining 
carries 
the danger of 
individual 
members losing prestige and personal 
authority. 


Though progress in the House is 
faster, the question abounds if the 
pace may be apparent rather t|ian 
real. 


It took the first move in mid 197H by 
voting a reprimand to Cong. Robert 
Sikes, a Democrat, now in his 19th 
term of representing a Florida dis­ 
trict. 


The reprimand censured Sikes for 
using his position as chairman of the 
Military Construction Subcommittee, 
a part of the Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. to further his financial stake in a 
bank and a land development project 
benefiting from his legislative ac­ 
tivity. The reprimand further accused 
him of concealing those interests from 
his colleagues. 


The reprimand created no fuss in his 
district which returned Sikes to office 
with a thumping majority. 


A few days ago the House Democra­

some, like Judge Willis Ritter 
with his last-hour stay, merely 
foolish. But the whole process 
moved, however tortuously, to 
that appointment with five 
riflemen 
in 
the 
prison 
warehouse. 
In so doing it 
reflected, on the judicial level, 
the clear intent of the Utah 
capital punishment law, itself 
reflecting a massive popular 
consensus. The most recent 
polls on the subject show sup­ 
port for capital punishment at a 
new high of 70 per cent. 


Oddly, perhaps, but also 
strikingly, Gilmore seems to 
have had a sense of the meaning 
of his execution. Unlike his 
humanitarian 
“ protectors,” 
Gilmore did understand that 
some values do transeent sur­ 
vival. In prison macho way, 
Gilmore affirmed values that 
were more important to him 
than life. Thus, as he put it, he 
wanted to “die like a man.” He 
thus was precisely correct, and 
spoke with no small amount of 
moral 
authority, 
when 
he 
described dithering officials as 
“moral cowards.” 


The most important objection 
to capital punishment, it seems 
to me, remains the possibility 
of an error. But no error was 
made in the case of Gilmore, 
and given the extreme care 
with which the death penalty is 
now imposed, it may be that the 
possibility of error has been 
minimized to the vanishing 
point.

Despite the unusual features 
of his case, the execution of 
Gary Gilmore may well — as 
opponents of capital punish­ 
ment 
all 
along 
feared 
— 
represent a psychological and 
symbolic turning point. In Gil­ 
more’s execution for first- 
degree murder, the American 
people seem to me to have been 
saying something important 
both to themselves and to the 
rest of the world. 


Ponder, for a moment, the 
deepest meaning of capital 
punishment. 


Humanitarian opponents of 
the death penalty usually stress 
the supreme value of human 
life — if they are religious, the 
sacredness of human life. That 
sounds fine, but when you hold 
such a position up to the light it 
turns out to be nearly nihilistic. 


If individual “survival” is the 
supreme value, then all other 
values are instantly subverted. 
That is, in order to survive, you 
will discard any other value. 
You would lie, betray, kill. You 
would pitch a baby out the win­ 
dow, even your own baby. 


That is the logical con­ 
sequence of the seemingly noble 
phraseology about the supreme 
value of maintaining existence. 
The supreme value, existence, 
becomes stripped of its entire 
surrounding value structure. 
Under extreme conditions, in 
the POW camps for example, 
some individuals really did be­ 
tray others in order to survive, 
though others did not. 


When the State of Utah 
executed Gilmore, it thus said 
to the world: some values are 
more important than the main­ 
tenance of this human life. In 
this case, the value Gilmore had 
violated was the prohibition 
against takmg life without due 
process, that is, human life 
presumed innocent. 


Indeed, it seems to me that 
unless an entire structure of 
values is, finally, more impor­ 
tant 
than 
survival, 
then 
civilization can scarcely be 
maintained 


Many individuals were in­ 
volved reluctantly, many were 
uncertain of their purpose.

If Sadat should 
fall, replaced by a more authoritarian 
regime, the difficulties of maintaining 
a peaceful balance in the region would 
escalate. 


All of which proved meaningless to 
the impoverished Egyptians when 
faced with severe price increases on 
basic staples. It was beyond their 
appreciation that the major economic 
changes imposed were necessary to 
qualify for increased assistance from 
the International Monetary Fund and 
to attract foreign investment. 


So Egypt now is back where it 
started, with the economic reforms 
rescinded and 
a 
higher 
level of 
population unrest. As long as the army 
remains loyal, Sadat probably can 
survive. But where to go from here is 
the question.

Through the mid- 
dle of this week, some 144 
inches of snow had fallen in 
parts of tiie county, almost dou- 
ble the 20-year average of Ti 
inciies. 


-'If you moved it once and 


could forget it, it would be 
fine," said Paul Kaiser,, road 
commission engineer-manager. 
"But as soon as its plowed, we 
have to start pushing it took to 
create storage space for the next 
snowstorm." 


The cost of nun-ing the tons of 


snow which have accumulated 
is not cheap. For the relatively 
mild (Ml inches of snowfall) 
winter of 1975-76, Kaiser said 
5178,000 was spent for snow 
removal and 580,000 for ice con- 
trol. 


With 
this 
winter 
just 


approaching the halfway point, 
he estimates the road commis- 
sion has already spent that 
much. 


"The unfortunate part is that 


there is nothing to show for it," 
he said. "When it's all over you 
don't have $350,000 to $300,000 
worth of improvements." 


He said a good share of the 


expense is in labor, and that 
fuel, maintenance, and equip- 
ment costs also figure highly. 
Last year. 3,370 tons of salt at 
roughly *16 per to were used, 
and this winter nearly 2,000 tons 
have already been spread. 


The road commission main- 


tains a fleet of 32 scraper and 
plow trucks, and six graders at 
its garages in Bloomingdale and 
Lawrence. Work crews on most 
days number 40 to 45, but can be 
increased up to 60 during 
emergencies, Kaiser said. 


Trucks are refueled where 


they are plowing in order to 
save time, he said, and part of 
the crew is kept busy at main- 
tenance, changing blades, and 
repair work. 


Planning for the next day's 


operations begins in the late 
afternoon. Kaiser and his two 
superintendents, Ralph Smith 
and Eldyn Shaw, go over 
reports from an independent 
weather service, the U.S. 
Weather Service, and local data 
they have gathered. 


If a storm is brewing. Kaiser 


said a "four o'clock call" is is- 
sued to workers, alerting them 
of a planned early start. Kaiser 
said he 'and his superintendents 
usually have surveyed local* 
road conditions by 3:30 a.m. and 
know where most work must be 
done. 


Advisories on weather condi- 


tions are tiien given to the 
sheriff's department, which in 
turn broadcasts the information 
to local schools. 


Although a truck is assigned 


to each township, initial con- 
centration is made on clearing 
main roads such as Red Arrow 


through (he 22nd. Kaiser said.

The cost of moving the tons of 
snow which have accumulated 
is not cheap. For the relatively 
mild (00 inches of snowfall) 
winter of 1075-70.

“The unfortunate part is that 
there is nothing to show for it,” 
he said.

After all, some suspect the 
mini had a greater and more 
zealous following among men 
than among women who found it 
a chilly concession to vanity.

‘ONLY VINE’ ASSURES BAPTISTS 


Graham Commends Decision

NEW YORK (AP) - The new 
social fare at the White House 
rules out hard liquor and that 
pleases 
anti-whisky 
forces, 
including 
a 
lot 
of Jimm y 
C arter’s fellow Southern Bap­ 
tists. But some of them frown at 
his occasionally sipping a cock­ 
tail. 


There’s no “ foot-stomping 
campaign" about it, but there is 
some questioning, generally 
muted, says Theo Sommerkamp 
of Columbus. Ohio, editor of the 
Ohio Baptist Messenger. 


At the same time, the newly 
enunciated policy of only wine 
and no hard drinks at White 
House dinners, receptions and 
other social functions during the 
Carter tenure reassured many 
Southern Baptists and other 
evangelicals. 


The 
country’s 
best-known 
Southern Baptist, evangelist 
Billy Graham, says he's glad to 
note Carter’s decision that "no 
hard drinks will be served at the 
White House during his ad­ 
ministration.” 


While favoring that, Graham

Graham added in a statement 
that “ because of the devastating 
problem 
that 
alcohol 
has 
become in America, it is better 
for Christians to be teetotalers 
except for medicinal purposes. ” 


However, he cited Scripture, 
including Romans 14. caution­ 
ing Christians not to judge 
others on the m atter. He also 
repeated that the Bible lays 
down no explicit demand for to­ 
tal abstinence. 


“We 
must 
admit 
in 
all 
honesty, that teetotalism as we 
know it was found only in cer­ 
tain individuals in the Scrip­ 
tures, especially those who had 
taken the Nazarite vow, like 
John the Baptist,” Graham 
said. 


Jesus himself was called “ a 
winebibber” and to replenish 
the wine supply at a marriage 
feast in Cana, turned water into 
wine, Graham noted, but he 
pointed out: 


“ The alcoholic beverages of 
the Middle East in that period 
were very much weaker than 
modern drink. Biblical scholars 
such as Alfred Edersheim tells 
us that the wine of Biblical 
times was mixed with water.” 


Moreover, Graham said, the 
Bible plainly and repeatedly 
condemns drunkenness For in­ 
stance, Isaiah 28:1 says “ Woe to 
... the drunkards.” Jesus, in 
Luke 21.34. says, “ But take heed 
to yourself lest your hearts be 
weighed down with dissipation 
and drunkencss.” “ Do not get 
drunk 
with 
wine,” 
says 
Ephesians 5:18, “ for that is 
debauchery.” 


Citing an array of statistics, 
Graham said the “ creeping 
paralysis of alcoholism is sap­ 


ping our morals, wrecking our 
homes,” and because of the 
swelling modern problem, he 
adv ises total abstinence. 


Disputing the recent news 
report, of a Miami, Fla., inter­ 
view, 
his 
spokesman 
said 
Graham at no time said it was 
“all right for Carter to drink an 
occasional highball.” Graham 
“ did not even mention high­ 
ball," the spokesman said. 


While Southern Baptist con­ 
ventions 
recurrently 
have 
denounced the use and sale of 
alcoholic beverages, and some 
congregations join in covenants 
against it, the denomination 
upholds 
individual 
and 
congregational autonomy and 
imposes no blanket rule on the 
matter. 


But Carter has come in for 
scattered 
barbs 
about 
it. 
“Typical Southern Baptists do 
not sip cocktails at 
social 
gatherings,” editorialized the 
Rev. 
Dr. 
Jack 
Gritz 
of 
Oklahoma City, editor of the 
Baptist 
Messenger 
in 
Oklahoma, adding that Carter 
“is not a typical Southern Bap­ 
tist.” 


“ We know, of course, that 
some of our members are social 
drinkers, and we’re sorry for 
that — but the great mass of 
Southern 
Baptist 
church 
members do not use alcoholic 
beverages,” Dr. Gritz w Tote. 


Most U.S. presidents have 
limited White House drinks to 
wine until the administration of 
the late John F. Kennedy, after 
which 
hard 
drinks became 
common. Carter says he’s going 
back to the former style. 


Also, his wife, Rosalynn, af­ 
firming that policy, says it 
prevailed while Carter was 
governor of Georgia in the 
governor’s mansion and had an 
extra advantage: “ It saved me 
money — I didn’t have to have 
bartenders. ”

NEW YORK (AP) - Here's 


an old-time wood stain made 
from tobacco: 


Break a plug of chewing 


tobacco into a one-tiuart glass 
jar. Add one pint of household 
ammonia and cuver jar. Allow- 
to stand a week, then take the 
jar outdoors, remove lid and let 
ammonia fumes escape fur 
several hours. 


Use an uld nylon stocking or 


something similar to strain 
tobacco from the liquid, which 
is then ready to use. 


The stain can apparently be 


applied 
wilh a cloth or brush,: 


with the majority of users 
favoring cloth. 


Wipe off the surplus quickly 


for a light stain, allow it to set 
for a darker shade. 


The finish is described as 


approximately "old pine," but 
better test it first to be sure it's 
what you want.

single-family 
home. 
This 
column wlU explore various as- 
ptvts of condominium living to 
help you judge for yourself. 
By definition, a condominium, 
a wt>rd of P'rench derivation, is 
a home owned by a multi-unit 
structure. Condominiums may 
taken many forms, ranging 
from detached single-family 
homes t«» high-rise buildings.

short period of time? They 
combine many of the advan­ 
tages of apartment living and 
home ownership. 


Pile owner of a condominium 
unit owns Us interior living 
space. Along with owners of 
other units, he owns an un- 
dividl'd interest in the common 
elements of the building or 
iitmplex .such as the hallways, 
sidewalks and often the n*crea- 
tional facilities. 


While the unit owner is res- 
jxHisible for the maintenance of 
his own unit, in a well-run 
iomplex he doesn't have to 
worry about the (‘ommon areas. 
The 
management 
of 
the 
complex directed by th»* owners’ 
association is responsible for 
cleaning the pool, shoveling the 
sidewalks and making certain 
that the common art'as of the 
lomnlex are in good repair.

distorted, too. 


Kathy T rapp, another devo­ 
tee, says she will give her pho­ 
tocopied faces away as Valen­ 


tine's Day gifts. "F o r a nickel 
you can t beat it." she says. 


Library officials take no of­ 
fense at the practice, which 
students say is best done in the 
graduate library because it is 
the emptiest. One student aim ­ 
ing 
to 
photocopy 
his 
face 
refused to lift it from the glass 
after eight 
people suddenly 
stepped off a nearby elevator 
and caught him in the act. 


"We have the copy machines 
around tor the students’ use." 
said library director R ichard 
Chapin. "K ids can copy wha­ 
tever they want to. It is no 
violation of the copyright law 
for them to copy their faces." 


It's also safe. As long as the 
photocopiers keep their eyes 
tightly shut, the tjriuht fluores­ 
cent light in the copy machine 


does mi damage, health officials 
say.

PONTIAC.

K ristine Mihelich. the latest 
victim in a strin g of unsolved 
killings of southern Oakland 
County children, died of suf­ 
fixation, probably at the hands 
of a man, an autopsy revealed. 


Oakland County Prosecutor 
Brooks Patterson told a news 
conference 
Friday 
the 
10- 
yearold Berkley girl, whose 
body was found .Ian, 21 in a 
snowbank 
in 
Franklin, 
was 
smothered “ by something like a 
pillow or a hand." 


Patterson was close-mouthed 
about other autopsy findings, 
including whether the child had 
been sexually molested. 


Although police had said early 
autopsy results revealed there 
had been no sexual assault, 
Pattersons refused to confirm 
or deny that. He would only say 
the police know w hether K ris­ 
tine was molested. 


The autopsy, conducted by 
Robert Sillery, chief pathologist 
for Oakland County, also repor­ 
tedly gave clues to the killer's 
sex. “ We think it is a m an ,” 
Patterson said, 
adding that 
police have no suspects as yet. 


The prosecutor said he does 
not know where K ristine was 
killed or when, or how long she 
had been dead. Because the 
body was frozen by subzero 
tem peratures, he said, the tim e 
of death could not be d eter­ 
mined. The g irl’s body was 
found covered with snow but ly­ 
ing on top of a layer of snow 
which had been pushed to the 
side of the road by a snowplow 
Jan. 17.

Buffalo, N.Y., apparently victims ot heart trouble, said a spokes- 
man for the Erie County morgue. "The indication is that heart 
trouble was the cause of all the deaths, but we won't know for sure 
until the medical examiner run chock the bodies." he said. 


The National Guards in Minnesota. Michigan and Pennsylvania 


also were called to work. In Harrisburg, Pa., a guard spokesman 
said 106 men helped evacuate persons from a home for the elderly 
and remove snow. Other guardsmen volunteered to deliver fuel oil 
to towns in southwestern Pennsylvania. 


Most high school basketball games and some small college 


basketball games were canceled in Michigan, along with four In- 
ternational Hockey League games in Michigan and Ohio. New 
Jersey moved quickly to ease financial woes of those out of work 
because of factories closed by natural gas shortages. The state 
today opened many of its unemployment offices to accept relief 
applications. 


In neighboring New York, Carey announced that a oneweek 


waiting period for unemployment insurance claims would be 
waived where joblessness was related to the natural gas shor- 
tages. In Ncrwalk. Conn., all 43 stores in the Caldor discount 
chain will be closed Sunday to conserve fuel, and the company 
urged other retail executives to follow suit 


When some of the 500 residents of Saunemin, III., found their 


only grocery store locked and the manager snowbound at home 12 
miles away, they called authorities. The store manager told 
policeman Gerald Bull to break in, which he did. Then. Bull and 
his wife ran the store for l1^ hours. 


Meanwhile, frozen lines halted the flow of liquid propane from 


the Lake Underground Storage Facility near Painesville, Ohio. 
which ships about 800.000 gallons daily to the propane industry in 
the Northeast. The facility had been supplying fuel needed to 
meet peak demands caused by the extremely cold weather. 


Officials said they hoped to restore the (low today. There, was a 


threatened fuel shortage of another kind in Kentucky. Petroleum 
officials warned that gasoline for cars could become a tight com- 
modity if ice continues to disrupt barge traffic on the Ohio River. 


"I could foresee very long lines (at gas pumps)," said Bay 


Stoess, executive director of the Kentucky Gasoline Dealers As- 
sociation. At least 90 towboals and their barges, some carrying 
millions of gallons of gasoline and beating oil were stuck on the 
river where it separates Kentucky from Illinois. 


The Army Corps of Engineers is trying to raise UK water level 


at three clogged dams to get the craft through, but engineers said 
it probably would be Monday before they know if the maneuver is 
successful. A warning of higher gasoline prices this summer 
came in Chicago, where an industry marketing specialist said 
prices could go up as much as 10 cents a gallon. 


Gasoline inventories are dwindling because refineries are 


producing maximum amounts of fuel oil to keep up with heating 
demands, said Herb Hugo, senior editor of Plait's Oilgram. 


The smaller amounts of available gasoline could force up prices.

Salmon Plan Nixed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state's environmental boss has 


nixed a proposal to plant three times the current numbers of sal- 
mon and trout in Michigan streams. Howard Tanner, director of 
the Department of Natural Resources, said those species of fish 
pose environmental problems. "A complete biological, economic 
and social assessment" of the program must be made before it 
will be expanded, Tanner said. A proposal in December from John 
scott. the DNR's fisheries chief, would have increased the number 
of salmon and trout fingerlings planted each year in Michigan 
streams from 13 million to about 40 million. Problems with salmon 
and trout fishing "range from ... aesthetic destruction; environ- 
mental impairment, to pesticide and marketing problems," 
Tanner said. 


Pollution Curbs Eyed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Auto pollution curbs under con- 


sideration by the state's air pollution enforcers could affect the 
way millions of Mictuganders drive. State officials say they are 
looking at ways to discourage people from driving to work alone in 
their cars rather than using car pools in major downtowns. The 
idea is being studied by the state Air Pollution Control Division of 
the Michigan Department of Natural Resources. Some of the ideas 
considered for Detroit, Flint and Grand Rapids include exclusive 
car pool lanes on downtown expressways and a reduction of 
downtown parking spaces, officials said Thursday. Also under 
consideration is periodic state inspection of auto pollution devices 
to determine whether emission controls are working.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Sen. Joseph Mack could lose his 


expected bid for the chairmanship of a key rules committee, 
according to another senator who says be has toe votes to land .the 
seat himself. Sen. Anthony Derezinski, D Muskegon, said he had 
contacted other members of the Administrative Rules Committee 
and had the needed majority to be chairman. "Right now, they 
said they'd vote for me," Derezinski said. "They're with me as 
far as I buw." The obscure but powerful committee reviews 
rules drafted by state agencies in putting new lam into effect.

Utility Bill Tax Relief 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - People whose utility bills eat up a big 


chunk of their income should get some tax relief, according to a 
Ypsilanti lawmaker who says he'll introduce legislation to do just 
that. State Rep. Gary Owen says excessive utility payments should 
be counted with property taxes in determining whether a person is 
eligibile for state income tax credits. Either that, he said, or 
anyone who pays more than fire per cent of his household income 
for utilities should be eligible for tax relief. Under the first alter- 
native, anyone whose combined property tax and utility payments 
total more than 3.5 per cent of his income will be eligible for tax 
credits from the state. The credits would total 60 per cent of the 
payments the taxpayer made in excess of 3.5 per cent of his in- 
come. Now, tax credits are awarded only when property lax 
payments are excessive in comparison to household incomes. 
Owen said the average Michigan resident pays 1880 a year for 
electricity, gas and telephone service.

Meanwhile, frozen lines halted the flow of liquid propane from 
the Lake Underground Storage Facility near Painesville, Ohio, 
which ships about 800.000 gallons daily to the propane industry in 
the Northeast. The facility had been supplying fuel needed to 
meet peak demands caused by the extrem ely cold weather. 


Officials said they hoped to restore the flow today. 
There was a 
threatened fuel shortage of another kind in Kentucky. Petroleum 
officials warned that gasoline for cars could become a tight com­ 
modity if ice continues to disrupt barge traffic on the Ohio River. 


“ I could foresee very long lines (at gas pum ps),” said Ray 
Stoess, executive director of the Kentucky Gasoline D ealers As­ 
sociation. 
At least 50 towboats and their barges, some carrying 
millions of gallons of gasoline and heating oil were stuck on the 
river where it separates Kentucky from Illinois.

Salmon Plan Nixed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state’s environm ental boss has 
nixed a proposal to plant three tim es the current num bers of sal­ 
mon and trout in Michigan stream s. Howard Tanner, director of 
the Department of Natural Resources, said those species of fish 
pose environmental problems. “ A complete biological, economic 
and social assessm ent” of the program m ust be made before it 
will be expanded. Tanner said. A proposal in December from John 
scott, the DNR’s fisheries chief, would have increased the number 
of salmon and trout fingerlings planted each year in Michigan 
stream s from 13 million to about 40 million. Problem s with salmon 
and trout fishing “ range from ... aesthetic destruction; environ­ 
m ental im pairm ent, to pesticide and m arketing problem s,” 
Tanner said. 


Pollution Curbs Eyed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Auto pollution curbs under con­ 
sideration by the state’s air pollution enforcers could affect the 
nay null ions of Michiganders dnve. State officials say they are 
looking at ways to discourage people from driving to work alone in 
their cars rather than using car pools in m ajor downtowns. The 
idea is being studied by the state Air Pollution Control Division of 
the Michigan Department of N atural Resources. Some of the ideas 
considered for Detroit, Flint and Grand Rapids include exclusive 
car pool lanes on downtown expressw ays and a reduction of 
downtown parking spaces, officials said Thursday. Also under 
consideration is periodic state inspection of auto pollution devices 
to determ ine whether emission controls are working.

Jerry Ford Gets U-M Post 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — Form er President Gerald Ford 
was officially named Friday as an adjunct professor of political 
science at the University of M ichigan. Official approval of the 
appointment cam e from the university’s Board of Regents. The 
former President plans to visit the U-M cam pus for one or two- 
week periods during the current winter term , said Frank Rhodes, 
vice president for academic affairs, and Billy E. Frye, dean of the 
college of literature, science and the arts. “ We tentatively expect 
that he will give at least five lectures during each period that he is 
on campus in undergraduate and graduate courses,” Rhodes and 
Frye said in a joint statem ent. They said F ord’s schedule is still 
being worked out. Ford received a B.S. degree from U-M in 1935 
and attended the U-M law school in 1937. His presidential papers 
have been given to the university and the Ford Presidential 
Library will be built to house them on the north campus. 


Utility Bill Tax Relief 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — People whose utility bills eat up a big 
chunk of their income should get some tax relief, according to a 
Ypsilanti lawmaker who says he’ll introduce legislation to do just 
that. State Rep. Gary Owen says excessive utility payments should 
be counted with property taxes in determ ining w hether a person is 
eligibile for state income tax credits. E ith er that, he said, or 
anyone who pays more than five per cent of his household income 
for utilities should be eligible for tax relief. Under the first alter­ 
native, anyone whose combined property tax and utility payments 
total more than 3.5 per cent of his income will be eligible for tax 
credits from the state. The credits would total 60 per cent of the 
payments the taxpayer made in excess of 3.5 per cent of his in­ 
come. Now, tax credits are aw arded only when property tax 
payments are excessive in com parison to household incomes. 
Owen said the average Michigan resident pays $880 a year for 
electricity, gas and telephone service.

"1 always had the ability, I 


guess," LeFlore said, "but I 
needed someone to direct my 
energies the right way. 


"Collins was a real studious 


guy, and he knew how to play all 
the sports. 


"So one day when he told me I 


didn't know how to slide and 


wasn't-rounding the bases right. 
I 
stopped 
and 
listened," 


LeFlore said. "I'd listened to 
him before and he seemed to 
know." 


LeFlore, who led the Tigers 


with a .316 batting average last 
season, continued, "Another 
time he told me to close my 
batting stance because I was 
opening up too much and miss- 
ing outside pilches." 


LeFlore, whose 30-garne hit- 


•ling streak earned him a start- 
ing berth on the American 
League All-Star team, finished 
among league leaders with 93 
runs and 58 stolen bases. 


"He was good at everything — 


it's just so hard to think of him 
as a murderer," LeFlore said.

stored gas supplies designed to 
meet weather conditions 10 to 12 
degrees below normal.

Woodruff said anticipated late

State Will Share 
In Emergencies 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 
Michigan energy reserves will 
be release to other states only 
if needed for emergency use in 
hospitals 
and 
homes. 
Gov. 
William Milliken said Friday. 


Milliken told the Michigan 
Press Association the state has 
adequate energy supplies for 
both homes and industries bar­ 
ring any federal action to divert 
fuel or natural gas. 


He indicated, however, that 
continued 
abnormally 
cold 
weather could deplete supplies 
faster than expected. 


Milliken said the state is 
recovering 
from 
its 
worst 
economic depression since the 
1930s and that he does not 
believe it should send fuel to 
other states for industrial use. 


“ It is one thing to share ... for 
use in hospitals or residences, 
but we should be spared from 
having to share our resources 
for indUHtrial use," he told the 
editors and publishers. 


Meanwhile, gas experts with 
the state Public Service Com­ 
mission said Michigan com­ 
panies were drawing hard on 
stored gas supplies designed to 
meet weather conditions 10 to 12 
degrees below normal. 


The first three months of the 
winter have been an average 20 
degrees colder than normal and 
January is averaging 30 degrees 
below 
normal, 
said 
Jam es 
Woodruff of the PSC. 


Woodruff said anticipated late 
February and early March cold 
spells will be the tests of the 
state's gas sufficiency. Storage 
fields will have been partially 
emptied by that time, he said.

Drying Up 


SAN RAFAEL Calif. (AP) - 
Starting next Tuesday, most of 
parched Marin County will 
come under some of the stric­ 
test water rationing in 4(1 years 
for 
169.ooo 
residents, 
each 
limited to 46 gallons a day — 
about the capacity of an average 
bathtub. 


By order of the directors of 
the Marin Municipal Water 
District, 
which 
serves 
the 
populous county north of San 
Francisco, the program will 
reduce water usage by 57 per 
cent of normal water consump­ 
tion. 


Directors were told district 
reservoirs will go dry in fall 
unless winter rains return. 


The county is in a “ drought 
crisis of unprecedented propor­ 
tions,” said district General 
Manager J. Dietrich Stroeh. “ If 
it doesn't rain we ll have mud in 
our reservoirs by September.” 


The directors muscled the 
new directive by doubling the 
basic water rate from HI cents to 
$1.22 per 750 gallons. 


Persons who use more than 
their allocation will pay eight 
times the basic rate or $10 per 
750 gallons. Those using more 
than twice their allocation will 
Ik“ hit with a $50 basic rate. 


Monroe's Sales 
Gain 21.4% In 
Second Quarter 


MONROE, Mich. (AP) - 
Monroe Auto Equipment Co. on 
Friday reported a 21 4 per cent • 
increase in second-quarter net 
sales. 


The firm said net sales were 
$41.3 million for the period end­ 
ing Dec 31, 1976, up from $34 
million during the correspond­ 
ing penod the year before. 


Monroe’s second-quarter in­ 
come was $311,000 or three cents 
per share, compared with a net 
loss of $1.6 million or 13 cents 
per share the year before.

Q. We hold about $13.000 
worth of E bonds which cost us 
$7,000. Having only $5.000 in 
savings, we are considering 
cashing in the E bonds and us­ 
ing the proceeds to increase our 
emergency savings, hut are 
puzzled about the tax problem. 


A. Let’s start right off by 
emphasizing the fact that E 
bonds are as “ good as cash.” 
You can redeem them at a 
moment’s notice. So — if build­ 
ing up your emergency fund is 
your prime target, there is no 
need to do any cashing, which 
would result in taxes now 
becoming due on the accrued 
interest. 


Point 2 — If you want current 
income 
from 
this 
$13,000 
(present value) investment, you 
can approximate bank interest 
by redeeming about 6 per cent 
worth ($780) every year, and 
still count on the remaining E 
bonds 
holding 
around 
the 
$13,000 value level via semi-an­ 
nual interest accruals. You 
would thus 1m- subject only to the 
income taxes on the accrued 
interest portion of that $780 (in­ 
stead of redeeming all the bonds 
and paying a tax on $6,000). 


E Bonds are a “ handy” in­ 
vestment. They can be used in 
many ways. Don’t let yourself in 
for a big income tax bill when 
you can arrive at the same goal 
by continuing to hold all the 
bonds or merely cashing some. 


In sum: Stay as you are if you 
want only an emergency invest­ 
ment. For income purposes, 
redeem only a portion of your 
investment every year and keep 
your tax bill down. 


Q. I wrote you a month ago 
and have not seen my letter 
(and a reply) published. 


A. The column has room for 
barely 2 or 3 per cent of the 
daily mail.

A. Why not? The investor who 
held those Treasury bonds is 
just as much entitled to interest 
his money earnt*d w hile he held 
the bonds as is the investor in a 
corporate bond. 


Q. I have now reached the 
point where maximum income 
is my main goal. I've trans­ 
ferred some of my growth mu­ 
tual funds to income funds for a 
$5 fee, but some of my other 
funds insist on a full 81? per 
cent commission. 


A. I’d be inclined to redeem

It's true you would be cutting 
your protection by $1,000 but 
you would be In testing your an­ 
nual income from this money to 
$1,125 from $525, so that in two 
years the increased income 
would more than make up for 
the slight drop in protection.

PUBIIC SERVICE EMPLOYMENT PROJECTS 


The Berrien County CETA Program is now accepting applications for short-term 
Special Public Service Employment Projects, pursuant to revisions of the Title VI 
Federal Regulations. Eligible applicants include units of general purpose local 
government and agencies thereof, combinations of associations of such 
governmental units whose primary purpose is to provide public services, special 
purpose political subdivisions having the power to tax and spend funds, local 
educational agencies, institutions of higher education, community development 
corporations, non-profit groups and organizations serving Indians ond other non­ 
profit private organizations or institutions engaged in public service. 


Projects must run a minimum of four (4) months but not longer than twelve 
(12) months. All projects must begin before September 20,1977 and be completed 
by March 31,1978. Projects must be clearly defined specific tasks, must provide a 
new kind of activity that will cease with the completion of the end product ond 
shall not expand existing public services. For example, project funds could not be 
used to increase refuse collection from once 4o twice a week, but could be used to 
undertake a special clean-up endeavor. 


Public service activity includes, but is not limited to, the following: beautifica­ 
tion, conservation, crime prevention and control, education, child care, environ­ 
mental quality, fire protedton, health care, housing and neighborhood improve­ 
ments, manpower service, porks, streets and other public safety, recreation, rural 
development, solid waste removal, transportation, veterans outreach, community 
surveys or canvassing, etc. It excludes building and highway construction work 
(except that which the applicant is authorized to do and would normally perform 
itself rather than contract out). The CETA Act forbids participants to be employed 
in the construction, operation or maintenance of such part of any facility as is 
used or will be used for sectarian instruction or as a place of religious worship. 


Special Projects applications are currently available at the CETA Office, 145 
West Main Street, Benton Harbor, Michigan 49022. The allocation of special 
project funds will be by project approval. The deadline for all project applications 
is 5:00 p.m. on Tuesday, February 15, 1977.

Oddly enough, all three com­ 
panies said nearly all Michigan 
facilities made it through the 
stormy day with no major plant 
shutdowns. 


At the Chrysler plastics plant 
in Sandusky, Ohio, officials said 
production was normal, but that 
trucks were not moving because 
of the blizzard. It was closed. 


Chrysler said its New Process 
Gears unit at Syracuse, N Y. 
would go down this morning 
because of a gas shortage, 
idling 2,500 workers. 


Spokesmen for 
the three 
companies said it was virtually 
impossible to keep up with the 
rush of plant closings. 


Some units did not work at all 
Friday, others put in about four 
hours and in some cases absen­ 
teeism was so high, the car 
firms did not have enough 
manpower to man assembly 
lines. 


Ford said its plant shutdowns 
involved 
6,200 
hourly 
paid 
workers at Metuchen, N.J.; 
Kansas City, Mo ; and San Jose, 
Calif. 


The cutbacks were in addition 
to a previously announced one- 
week closing of the Dearborn, 
Mich., assembly plant, tem­ 
porarily idling 2.3(H) workers 
effective Monday. 


In addition, Ford cancelled 
overtime scheduled for Satur­ 
day at Ford units in Atlanta, 
Chicago, Lorain, Ohio; Mahwah, 
N.J.; and I»uisville, Ky. 


It was not the first shutdown 
of a Ford plant because of fuel 
and parts shortages problems. 
The Cleveland casting plant was 
closed recently for a week 
because of those reasons. Ford 
spokesmen said. 


Donald Bastien, Ford vice 
president for manufacturing, 
said, “ We anticipate further 
disruption because of distribu­ 
tion problems with alternate 
fuels and because of parts shor­ 
tages in areas affected by fuel 
shortages. 


All four plants involved in 
next week’s shutdowns produce 
smaller-sized cars.

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Victims Hunted 
In Hotel Blaze

BRECKENRIDGE, Minn. (AP) - "We'll check for bodies, 


shovel by shovel," a fire marshal said as he organized the search 
for 22 persons missing and presumed dead in a hotel fire. 


The fire deslroyed the threeslory Hotel Stratford in this western 


Minnesota community of 4.200. Billowing smoke and flaring "hot 
spots" in the debris delayed the search for victims until today. 
Firemen from four towns who fought the blaze in subzero 
temperatures stood watch overnight as flames and smoke subsid- 
ed. Meanwhile, the list of possible victims was rechecked. 


Mayor Hugh Mikkelson said the names came from people who 


believed that friends and relatives might have been in the 67- 
year-old brick hotel when it burned early Friday. "We have no 
idea how many were in the hotel," Mikkelson said. "The hotel 
records were all burned." 


There was only one known survivor — Douglas Johnson, 41, of 


Aberdeen. S.D. 


Johnson, the father of four and a construction floor finisher, was 


in town on a school project. He said he was awakened by the sound 
of wires shorting out. 


"My room light wouldn't come on," he said. "I opened my eyes 


wider and the room was full of smoke. I opened the door and the 
hall was completely full of smoke so 1 closed the door." 


Unable to flee down the hallway, Johnson went to the window of 


his room and t\vo policemen put a ladder up to him. Asst. State 
Fire Marshal Rusty Tallman said there was no information yet on 
how the fire started. 


The hotel, built in 1910, had a staff of tour and 40 or 90 rooms. 


Mikkelson said. 


The city radio dispatcher, Robert Blackwelder, received a 


telephone call at 4:59 a.m. Friday that the hotel was on fire. He 
believed the voice was that of Catherine Stadc. owner of the hotel. 
Mikkelson. speculated that she died in the fire, perhaps trying to 
arouse guests. 


Fire Chief Dick Thompson said the occupants may have been 


asphyxiated. He said that except for Johnson, none of the hotel 
residents was seen and no cries for help were heard. 


The building was valued at (100,000, Tallman said. It contained 


a coffee shop, aa auto parts store, an Insurance agency and a 
beauty salon. 


Mikkelson said the names of possible victims would not be 


released "until we can confirm each one as being dead."

They were shot on New Year's 


Ere in 1969 by three hired gun- 
men as they slept in their rural 
Clarksviile, Pa., home. The 
bodies were discovered five 
days later.

1972, and Boyle then lost to Ar- 
nold Miller, the current union 
leader.

torneys claimed that officials of 
UMW 
District 
19, 
which 


includes mines in Tennessee 
and Kentucky, conspired and 
hired the killers without his 
knowledge. They contended that 
the District 19 officials feared 
Yablonski was 'planning to 
publicize irregular financial 
transactions in the district.

BRECKEN RID G E, Minn. (AP) — “ We’ll check for bodies, 
shovel by shovel.” a fire marshal said as he organized the search 
for 22 persons missing and presumed dead in a hotel fire. 


The fire destroyed the threestory Hotel Stratford in this western 
Minnesota community of 4.200 Billowing smoke and flaring “ hot 
spots” in the debris delayed the search for victims until today. 
Firemen from four towns who fought the blaze in subzero 
temperatures stood watch overnight as flames and smoke subsid­ 
ed. Meanwhile, the list of possible victims was recheeked. 


Mayor Hugh Mikkelson said the names came from people who 
believed that friends and relatives might have been in the 67- 
>ear-old brick hotel when it burned early Friday. “ We have no 
idea how many were in the hotel,” Mikkelson said. “ The hotel 
records were ail burned.” 


There was only one known survivor —- Douglas Johnson. 41, of 
Aberdeen, S.D. 


Johnson, the father of four and a construction floor finisher, was 
in town on a school project. He said he was awakened by the sound 
of wires shorting out. 


“ My room light wouldn’t come on." he said. “ I opened my eyes 
wider and the room was full of smoke. I opened the door and the 
hall was completely full of smoke so I closed the door.” 


Unable to flee down the hallway, Johnson went to the window of 
his room and two policemen put a ladder up to him. Asst. State 
Fire* Marshal Rusty Tallman said there was no information yet on 
how the fire started. 


The hotel, built in 1910. had a staff of four and 40 or 50 rooms, 
Mikkelson said. 


The city radio dispatcher, Robert Blaekwelder, received a 
telephone call at 4:5» a.m. Friday that the hotel was on fire. He 
believed the voice was that of Catherine Stade, owner of the hotel. 
Mikkelson speculated that she died in the fire, perhaps trying to 
arouse guests. 


Fire Chief Dick Thompson said the occupants may have been 
asphyxiated. He said that excopt for Johnson, none of the hotel 
residents was seen and no cries for help were heard. 


TTie building was valued at $100,000. Tallman said. It contained 
a coffee shop, an auto parts store, an insurance agency and a 
beauty salon. 


Mikkelson said the names of possible victims would not be 
released "until we can confirm each one as being dead.”

Western State Penitentiary in 
Pittsburgh said that after he 
told Boyle of the decision “ a 
look of relief came over his 
face.” Boyle suffers from a 
heart ailment and was in the 
prison hospital. 


Boyle was sentenced in 1973 to 
three life terms in prison for the 
deaths of Yablonski, his wife 
Margaret and their daughter 
Charlotte. 


They were shot on New Year’s 
Eve in 1969 by three hired gun­ 
men as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville, Pa., home. The 
bodies were discovered five 
days later 


At the trial that followed, the 
prosecution charged that Boyle 
conspired to kill Yablonski 
because 
of 
the 
election 
challenge 
and 
Yablonski’s 
threat to have the election in­ 
validated. 


William Turnblazer, who ad­ 
mitted the shootings, testified 
that Boyle gave the orders. 
Boyle called Turnblazer a liar. 


The election was set aside in 
19?2, and Boyle then lost to Ar­ 
nold Miller, the current union 
leader. 


During the trial, Boyle’s at­ 
torneys claimed that officials of 
UMW 
District 
19, 
which 
includes mines in Tennessee 
and Kentucky, conspired and 
hired the killers without his 
knowledge. They contended that 
the District 19 officials feared 
Yablonski 
was planning to 
publicize irregular financial 
transactions in the district.
